SEASON 1957 AS — plus 1” in May, a li-tle over 2” in June, not even an inch 
of rainfall in July while in late August we did get 3’. Good strong roois and 
exhibition flowers are the result of careful soil preparation, proper feeding and 
lots of water. There is nothing better for growing dahlias than a good soaking 
rain. There will be a definite shor:age of good root stock this year.

CULTURE: AAGS recommends these 
steps for growing glads: (1) Open pack- 
age at once and store bulb in cool dry 
place. (2) Plant at intervals of 10 days 
from last killing frost. Early plantings can 
stand moderate frost. (3) Plant in open 
sunny place, in bed or row, and in any 
well-drained soil. (4) Plant bulbs 5 inches 
deep, at least 4 inches apart. Use any good 
commercial fertilizer, but do not put it in
